The 
bill except* West Point and Annapolis 
graduates, members of either Honse of 
Congress and Confederate Congress, heads 
of departments, foreign ministers and 
judge* of any United State* Conrtn who 
were engaged in the rebellion, members-of 
the Secession Convention and Governor* 
of seceded States during the rebellion,any 
person who cruelly treated 
Federal 


prisoners of war or who have not duly ac- 
counted for United States funds entrusted 
to them during the rebellion, or who 
have embezzled or secreted any money, 
property or public stores of the United 
State*, and all deserters from the United 
States army and all "bounty jumpers." 
The bill also except* all property confis- 
cated or forfeited, the title of which is 
now held by the United States or any 
third person, and all lands occupied by 
national cemeteries. The act does not 
impair the previous removal of disabilities 
from any persons whem it excepts from 
its provisions, and declare* invalid every 
right, action and liability arising in any 
ordinance, law or contrast in aid of the 


rebellion. 
^ , 


Butler, of Mass , said that he wished 


that the state of tho country wiis such 
that all exceptions could be etruokout; 
but such wua not tho .state of tho country. 
The bill swept out everything that had_ 
been done wrong on one aide as well as the 
other. He said no more auita could be 
brought for acts done or committed during 
the war, either by those who warred in 
behalf of the United State*, or those who 
warred against it. As to the .provisions 
referring to national cemeterieey he aaid ho 
thought it well, after hearing the eulogy 
ia the Senate on Gen. Lee, that the idea 
that these cemeteries could be in any way 
timpered with, should be put an end to. 
If tho Union eeldiers did anything during 
the war, they certainly conquered land 
enough to be buried in. 


Farnsworth and Beck offered substitutes 


for the bill, the former removing uncondi- 
tionally all disabilities under the 3rd aeo- 
tion of tho 14th amendment, and the latter 
excepting only West Point and Annapolis 
graduates, members of .Congress, head* oi 
departments,- foreign ministcrs^and U. S. 
Judge?, who aided and participated in the 


ibellion. 
Bingham moved to substitute for the 


1st section' removing all political disabil- 
ities from all persona except such as were 
Senators, representatives in Congress in 
the years 1800 or 18G1, or were in either 
such years, officer* of the army or navy of 
tho United States, heads of departments, 
U. S. Judges, U. 8. Ministers, and except 
all pereonu who in violation of tho amend- 
ment, havo hold office since the Istof Juno, 
1870. 


Beck opposed the bill. 
He declared 


that instead of being a bill granting gen- 
eral amnesty it wus a bill of pain and 
penalties, a bill making various .discrimi- 
nations.

WASHINGTON, Dae. 13. 


The nomination of Gen. Pleasanton' as 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue, caus- 
ed considerable surprise in most circles, as 
until within a day or two the appoinftnent 
of Douglas was considered certain. It was 
rumored last night that another change 
in the Cabinet it contemplated soon, that 
the coming man will be a Pennsylvaman, 
and tbat it was not condsidered expedient 
to appoint him Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, and tbo new Cab'met Minister 
from tho sSrSo State asserted/the President, 
before sending in Pleaaautou'u name, con- 
sulted with some of the mcro prominent 
members of tho Grand Army of the Re- 
public, and that Gen. Logan expressed 
himself satisfied with tho appointment if 
it was to be given to a military man, but 
that he should oppose the nomination of 
any Eastern man not a soldier. 


A caucus of the Republican members 


of the House was held tins evening to 
take action in regard to tha amnesty bill, 
which is to come np for action in a day or 
two. 
Banks presided and Deginer, of 


Texas, made a speech in f*?or of univer- 
sal amnesty. HeSvas supported by Till- 
man, of Tennessee, and by .Bingham, who, 
however, wished to make some exceptions. 
Maynard opposed tho proposition. Most 
of the members from the Gulf States are 
in favor of universal amnesty and they 
say that tfiis is the only ground on whioh 
the Republican party can expect to be 
successful in the future. No vote was 
taken and the caucus adjourned to meet 
again Wednesday mght. It is hardly ex- 
pected that any concerted action will be 
agreed upon.

In response to a resolution adopted last 


April, the Senate Committee on Judiciary 
this morning reported that the Fourteenth 
Amendment has no effect whatever upon 
the status of Indians within the limits of 
the United States, and does not annul 
treaties previously made, Congress having 
uniformly recpected the rights of the In- 
dians to the government of themselves. 


This forenoon ti bench warrant having 


been placed in tbo hands of the Marshal 
for the arrest of Hon. C. C Bowen, of S. 
C., who had been indicted for bigamy in 
the Criminal Court, the Deputy' Marshal 
proceeded to his residence and served the 
warrant. Before ten o'clock Mr. Bowen 
was at the City Hall with counsel, Mr. R. 
J. Merrick, and several gentlemen as se- 
curities, and on the arrival of Judge 
Carter, appeared before him.
